ITe hnllt A pAliioe and, during its ernitinu, tesiilcMl in a iiavilUin tliat waA 
like unto Vejavfluta Aeuoiding to the Gtetss Palace (Throiuc)e he vrtir- 
ghipfted the epirit# 'wimti he lUM'^erided the throne; he dug tun^. repairt^d old 
montimenta, and did many other medtoiiouA unxrks'; but, aurktinkty enough, no 
mention eik made in nny iif hia litbiD reoonie r^garfling the foumdation of the 
Aimndu temple, and thia ia aurprisings eniLHhleTing it i» the nMMt iieautiful ipem^da 
in Pagan, aud Ule king'sidondiujes for recording eveuhi nn etone.

still be fabtly seen some letters here and thm; the rent have diisapiieared;

The date geiienilty aasigned for the foundation of the temple is A^D, 
This w a traditional date, but mdeac^ are not lacking to show that, if It^ ia 
not rigorously exact, it en» only by a few years on either side, A comparis o n 
of the 'characters of the inseriptianA existing on the terra-cotta plaque discovered 
on the basement and terraces of the temple with thoae bclon|^ug to Kyanzittha's 
time (1684-Ulg...A.0.) leayiss no doaht oa to the period of the toundarign of the 
temple as Bbow mentioned. There were brou^t to light two stone wulptnreB 
in A namlfl which may be identified with King Kyanzittha and hie preceptor

and the now extinct anteroom arc roofed. w*Itb. aemi-circidor vuulte. aed the two 
rooms themselves ^th pointed domes. It should be noted, however* that the 
bricks in iheoe domes aie laid aa stmtehers, end to end* and not to face, 
as is usually the case Avitli Muhammadan domsa.* This is also the principle 
<m which the roofs of the brick imitations of roek*cut caves unearthed by Dr. 
Bpoouec at Nolanda am uoiiatructed.* hrrh^ that ap|>eiir to W oonstmeted of 
regular radiating voiueoirs occur in the scmicircnhir jMinels on the extericr of 
the BhitaigR4Mi temple, tUengb f have not myself seen tJie origituds.

ignorant of the arch. This belief no doubt arose from the total absence of arches 
in any of the Hhulu temples. Thirty years ago I atiufed this belief mth Mr, 
Fetgusson, when 1 argued the preacnee oi aruhes in the geest Buddhist ten^lo 
At Bodli-Gsyfi proved that the building could not hikve been erected before the 
Muhammadan conqneit. But during my late mnphiymant in the Atchmolo^eol 
SuTk'cj of India several Uuihliiq^ of undoubted antiquity were diocovered in 
wMch both vAtilte and oxchea foimcd part of the otigmal eonstruotion Mr. 
H, Couaens found a true aioh in a ahrina on the west face of the Buddhist stupa 
at Mirpur'Khas in fiiiiiL*
